Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment to the specification raises new issues with respect to the rejection of claims 1, 2, 8, 
36, and 37 under 35 U.S.C. 102. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that McGowan fails to teach 
backflushing with purified water, however, it is held that McGowan discloses backflushing with purified water since the backflush water is 
purified by filtration. Applicant's argument that specification provides a special definition for the term "purified water" as water having 
dissolved solids removed therefrom is not agreed with since the specification uses the word "includes" (see line 5 of page 5) and therefor 
broadens the meaning of the term to include any water that is purer than the water being filtered. Applicant's argument that Hisada's 
membrane is not a filter is not agreed with since a membrane performs a filtration function.
